In reply to your letter of the 16th enclosing a copy of a letter addressed under date of 
Aug. 11, by the Asst. Treasurer U.S. in this city to the Hon. Secretary of the Treasury in relation 
to the “transfer of certain mutilated minor coins” him from the Superintendent of the Mint, as to 
the latter’s readiness to receive certain mutilated minor coins in exchange for new, would 
respectfully report that there is still on hand in this Mint in uncurrent minor coins, about 96,000 — 
belonging to the Treasurer of the U.S., which by instructions from the Director of the Mint, I am 
converting into 5¢ pieces as rapidly as is consistent with the request coining of Gold & Silver. 


The storage of these pieces occupies considerable valuable space, and with the vaults 
crowded with Gold and Silver. I am unable to find a storage room for their safe keeping of the 
proposed treatment of coins by the Asst. Treas. what as soon as vault room is obtained. I will 
then take into consideration. 


Am unable to say how soon I can receive them in exchange for new minor coins, but will 
when suitable opportunity present for such action, duly inform you. 


It is perhaps important that the Assistant Treasurer be informed that no exchanged of 
minor coins issued at this Mint after refund of the coinage at of 1873 to wit Feb.
